Of course Las reference to the Louisi- 
ana Returning Board’s powers as an indica- 
tion of the powers of the Canvassing Board 
in Cook County, of which he isa member, 
is utterly ridiculous. The Louisiana Board 
is a court, whose functions are defined by 
the law of Louisiana; the Cook County Can- 
vassing Board is merely a set of clerks, 
whose duties are limited by the law of Ul- 
nois. Two things so entirely different can- 
not be compared. At the same time, we 
commend to Lizs’s attention the following 
extract from the last Democratic pronuncia- 
mento about the Louisiana Returning Board: 

There are certain rules of fairness and justice 
which underlie all constitutions and all laws, and 
upon whose observance must depend the acquies- 
cence of all parties. .°. . Rules such as these: 
that ne one ought to bea judge in his own case; 
that the decision of any contest ought not to de- 
pend upon the mere arbitrament of one of the par- 
ties thereto; that before such decision is made 
both parties ought to be fully and fairly heard; 
that all questions of law ought to be decided in 
conformity with established general principles, and 
all questions of fact upon the rules which are of 
universal recognition in all the States in the Union; 
that the trial of all cases involving public interests 
at least ought to be public; and that all the pro- 
ceedings resorted to for the purpose of determining 
the issues in the present Electoral contest ought, by 
their manifest impartiality, to disarm the suspicion 
that the forms f law have been perverted into the 


instruments for violating its spirit.

THE REAL CONSPIRACY IN LOUISIANA. 

The value of the concessions made by the 
Democratic Commissioners at New Orleans 
in their rejoinder to the Republicans who 
reminded them of the law and their unofficial 
character is considerably lessened by the 
individual opinions of one of them (Mr. 
Watrenson), telegraphed to his paper to be 
retelegraphed throughout the country. 
Though Mr. Wartrsrson signed the Demo- 
cratic rejoinder, virtually admitting the po- 
sition of the Republicans to be the only law- 
ful position, he telegraphed to his paper the 
same day that The refusal of the Repub- 
licans sent here by the President to meet 
the advances made by the Democrats in the 
interest of fair play fully disclosesa con- 
spiracy to cheat the people of the United 
States out of their free election.” In the 
entire controversy and amid all the outpour- 
ings of bad blood under intense excitement, 
there has probably been no utterance so ut- 
terly unfair and malignantly partisan as this. 
He went on to charge that the President had 
sent troops to New Orleans to sustain this 
conspiracy, and that the Returning Board 
was proceeding to do the work laid out for 
them by this conspiracy. Mr. Warrzrson tel- 
egraphed all this in the very face of an invi- 
tation by the Returning Board to Demucrats 
as well as Republicans, each represented by 
an equal number, to witness all their pro- 
ceedings. 

The fact is that there is a deliberate and, 
we should think, concerted design on the 
part of the leading Democrats of the coun- 
try to fix firmly in the minds of the people 
the notion that the vote of Louisiana has 
been cast for THD, though that vote has 
not yet been counted, and no man can truth- 
fully say of his own knowledge whether it is 
for TI or Hayzs. In support of this 
assertion it is only necessary to quote Mr. 
Warrzusox's peremptory ing-ap of the 


scheme in which Democratic newspapers

the Cook County Returning Board will be of 
more importance to the people of Chicago 
than the action of the Louisiana Returning 
Board. This Board consists of County-Clerk 
Lu and Justices Hames and Hamm. 
Unlike the Returning Board of Louisiana, it 
is not vested with any judicial powers; its 
duty is simply that of counting the returns, 
and they are so defined by the statute, and 
have been so construed by the Supreme 
Court. Yet for several days there has been 
a strong indication that this Board would 
assume to throw out certain precincts— 
twenty-one in number and Republican in 
majority—on account of unimportant in- 
formalities, and by that means declare 
elected some of the Democratic candidates 


and the Democtatic candidates for State's 
Attorney, Recorder, and Glerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

To understand the full infamy of any such 
design, it must be remembered (1) that the 
Supreme Court of this State has decided the 
functions of this Returning Board to be 
merely ministerial; (2) that the Supreme 
Court has also decided that the result of an 
election cannot be vitiated by the failure to 
appoint clerks, the absence of tally-lists, or 
any other informality due to the ignorance 
of the judges; (3) that these decisions have 
been fully explained to the Board by lawyers 
entitled to respect, like Smpnzy Surrn, James 
P. Roor, and H. B. Hurmp; (4) that there 
has been no charge of fraud in any voting 
precinct in the city or county, and that 
none is now set up; (5) that two out of 
the three judges in every voting precinct 


County Board, whose servant Lin is; (7) 
that the informalities are all in Republican 
precincts, which would indicate that the 
Democratic judges in those precincts were 
especially chosen for their ignorance or will- 
ingness to be informal; and (8) that the 
voice of the people would be nullified by the 
appointment by a Democratic Board of Dem- 
ocratic election judges, and the refusal of a 
Democratic Board to count Republican dis- 
tricts on account of the ignorance, or care- 
lessness, or willful design of the Democratic 
election judges. 

From what we can learn, the chief mover 
in this proposed fraud is County-Clerk Lrzs. 
As far as he is concerned, he is precluded 
from voting to throw out these precincts by 
his own declaration two years ago, when he 
published a written opinion, if we are not 
mistaken, entirely disclaiming any such 
powers as are now set up for his Board. This 
was when the three Congressional Districts 
of Cook County went Democratic. If he 
had no discretionary powers two years ago, 
of course he has none naw. But, even if 
Lis would stultify himself and render him- 
self still more obnoxious to this community 
by assuming powers which the law does not 
give him, we can scarcely think that his as- 
sociates in the Board—Hames and Hamar. 
—will lend themselves to so scandalous a 
plot. ‘hey will not do so if they hope to 
maintain any standing in the community. 
The plot is one to place in office certain Dem- 
ocrats who were defeated by 2,500 votes in 
an election where the Democratic Presiden- 
tial candidate carried the county by as many. 
That is tosay, the Democrats nominated so

It seems that when the American Case 
was submitted in printed form to the Arbi- 
tration Commission sitting at Geneva, Mr.

The distinct charge made 
in the case was unfriendly feeling of mem- 
bers of the British Cabinet and Parliament, 
embracing specifically within this allegation 
Lord Pa.LMERsToN, Ross, Lord 
CamMPBEeLL, Lord Werne, and Mr. Guap- 
stons. Mr. Guapstonm leaves the others to 


take care of ‘themselves, and in 1872, after | 


the War had been “over seven years, the

1861-1864 that was not only true in 


War has evidently so grown with the lapse 
of tame, that he now makes that a public dis- 
claimer which originally was intended as a 
private one. 

In the meantime, the general charge, as 
made at Geneva against the British Govern- 
ment, stands uncontradicted. It was over- 
whelming. The very case at Geneva was of 
itself the outgrowth of British sympathy— 
popular and governmental—for the Rebel- 
lion, and of poorly-disguised hope for the 
destruction of the American Union. The 
hasty member of Pafliament who expressed 
his gratification at the bursting of the 
„American bubble,” though reproved by the 
Ministers, nevertheless expressed the senti- 
ment of the Government and of the people. 
The friends of the Union were mainly Jon 
Bmorr and the comparatively small number 
of Radicals who agreed with him. British aid, 
British sympathy, and British encourage- 
ment, prolonged the War. It fitted out 
cruisers upon American commerce ; it opened 
British ports for refuge and supplies to Con- 
federate vessels of war; it fitted out fleets 
of blockade runners; it bought Confederate 
cotton, and supplied the Confederates 
with money and materials; British so- 
ciety opened its arms to the Oonfederate 
cause and to its representatives. The Re- 
bellion was as popular in Canada as it was in 
Louisiana, and more popular in England than 
it was in North Carolina. And the great in- 
ducing cause for all this was the deeply-root- 
ed objection to Republicanism, which, in the 
rapid growth of the United States, was a 
standing reproach and menace. 

This feeling in Great Britain was prepared 


for the acceptance Of NATO No “s proposition 
of interference to compel the independence 
of the Confederacy; and that that proposi- 


tion was never adopted we now know was 


due to the friendly interposition of Russia, 
which nation gave notice that in case of such 
intervention the United States should not be 


without an ally. In the darkest hours of 


this conspiracy against the Republic, the 
Russian fleets appeared in our harbors, 
and cruised off our coast until Great Britain 
declined the French measure; and the Con- 
federacy weakened from exhaustion. That 
the Union was preserved, and the Rebellion 
overcome, and the great Republicstrengthen- 
ed and unified by the abolition of slavery, 
was in no wise due to any want of nation- 
al hatred on the part of Great Britain, 
nor any want of a desire by the British peo- 
ple and Government to have the Union dis- 
m

It 
is true, we think, that the early history of the 
Seripture narratives is very distinct in character 
from all other early history. It is true thatg most 
unique, characteristic, complete, and graph real - 
ism in its pictures of human character and life, 
witha anent confidence inthe hidden guid- 
ance of adivine hand,—runs all through it. It is 
true alsothat there is ‘‘continuity in the compo- 
nent portions,’ if we mean by continuity, contin- 
uity of faith, continuity in the attitude of mind 
with which calamity and prosperity are alike re- 
garded, continuity of expectation in looking to- 
wards a still more glorious future. All this is true, 
and is, as Dr. Ellicott says, very remarkable. But 
all this is very insufficient to remove the doubts 
which historical critcism casts over the trustworth- 
iness of all tradition, and in a less degree over all 
unverified historical chronicles except 
in relation to the very broadest features 
of the national life,—which doubts are as 
clearly legitimate in relation to Hebrew his- 
tory astoany other. Do the unique features of 
that history, for instance, prevent much of its 
chronology from being confused, not to say im- 
possible’ many of its statistics from being incon- 
sistent with the facts narrated? aconsiderable por- 
tion of its politics from being colored by party 
feeling, and written from an nistic pomts of 
view: How are we to rely on a history so full of 
these incidental] defects as is the account of the 
Exodus, for example, for the historical accuracy 
of miracles of the most unique kind? How are we 
to take an authority that comes inte conflict with 
itself, — perhaps as often as even the history of 
Herodotas, —for marvels which, though much less 
uerile, and more worthy of the occasion, than 
the marvels of Herodotus, would yet need as 
great a consensus of testimony as any which the 
cond.tions of modern history could suppiy in order 
to win belief from a modern historian? What, 
for instagce, illustration, 
can we for the 
sweetening waters of Jericho 
by Elisha? Can the brief narrative in which no 
contemporary evidence is even alleged, and which 
bears on its very face the proof of having been re- 
corded long after the incident was supposed to have 
taken place, pretend for a moment to take its place 
among the events of authentic history? Unless the 
documents in which it is contained can ve proved 
by any a priori proof to be inspired, —and Dr. Elli- 
cott does not even suggest this,—the most that can 
be said is that it is similar in character to many 
other traditions in the same history, and not more 
marvelous than mene 5 But is thata ground on 
which even a remarkable non-miraculous event 
would be accepted as historical if it appeared in any 
other history than a book of the Old Testament? 
For our own parts, while we accept what Bishop 
Ellicott says of the unique character of the Old 
Testament history; while we cordially believe that 
its continuous and indelible realism in painting 
man, and its constant and deep belief in the provi- 
dence of God afforda testimony at once to the 
honesty of the narratives and the deep foundation 
of Hebrew history in a genuine revelation, we can 
not recognize any feature in it which should assure 
us ust those great mistakes of detuil which oc- 
cur in all otber history—especially as we do find 
here and there those remarkable inconsistencies 
between one part of the history and another which 
are characteristic of all human authorsnip. and 
especially of the authorship of an unpracticed and 
easily believing age. It seems to us that 
historical criticism makes an unanswerable 
case against the habit of assigning anything 
like very high authority as to detalii to such his- 
tories as the earlier narratives of the Old Testa- 
ment, ana that no one can reasonably believe in 
any very high —— for them except on some 
such ground as infallibility of the Church, whose 
canonical scriptures they for But as we cannot 
see any proof of such infallibility, and, indeed, 
find in the Old Testament histories much which is 
quite inconsistent with it, we should say that, on 
the whole, the kind of hesitation which historical 
criticism has taught us in accepting the details of 
Old Testament history—especially the early history 
—is well justified. Not the less we should main- 
tain that the coherent belief of the prophets and 
historians in the divine purpose which formed 
Israel into a distinct people, and molded it fora 
special function in the life of the world—a belief 
which shines through all the early traditions, the 
early records, and the early poems of the people as 
clearly as through its latest prophecies—is good 
and striking evidence that they werea people 
chosen b od to understand His charac- 
ter, and declare it to the rest of the 
earth; and that their national character had 
been formed—if not exactly by the experience de- 
scrived, yet by experience more or less closely re- 
sembling it in the confidence it had given them in 
the mighty hand and outstretched arm of Jehovah 
for the very purpose for which it was ultimately 
used by the Divine power. It is quite one thing to 
say that all these curious old books, full of the evi- 
dence of human imperfection, not only on the sub- 
jects treated, but in the persons who treated them, 
are to be implicitly trusted as accurate records,

SPURGEON. 
HIS WORK IN LONDON. 

The following account of Charles H. Spur- 
geon’s great work in London is taken from a 
review of his latest book published in the Lon- 
don Atheneum, and written, of course, by a 
sound churchman: 


It is a curious characteristic of Baptist history 
that the churches seem to have always posess- 
ed few members at the close of a minister's ca- 
reer, and to have received great accessions of con- 
verts under a new pastor, an increase that gradu- 
ally vanished as the novelty of the new leader wore 
off. This was, at all events, the case on the 

unds of Southwark. Splits, rents, and divis- 
ons in congregations took things in that direc- 
tion, and, a quarter of a century ago, the an- 
cient society in Southwark was apparently fast 
approaching extinction. Chapels and exchequer 
boxes were equally empty, and probationers prov- 
ed unequal to the task of filling them. At length, 
news came of a clever, guileless, simple-minded 
lad, aged 19, who was marshali heavenward a 
poor scanty handful of Baptists, at Waterbeach in 
Cambridgeshire. His name was Charles Hadaon 
Spurgeon, and he jumped, by no means eagerly, at 
the invitation to preside in the New Park Street 
Chapel, which was six times too large for any con- 
gregution that then dropped into it. 

e young gentleman's rep to the invitation is 
worthy of the complete letter-writer. It is strong- 
41 — 2 by consistency, logic, and a tender sim- 
plicity: 

Had I been uncomfortable in my present situ: 
ation, I snould have felt unmixed pleasure at the 

rospect Providence seems to open up before me; 

ut having a devoted and loving people, I feel I 
know not how.

The reply was in the affirma- 
tive, and the oid lady's comment thereupon was to 
the effect that, if the stipend had n less, the 
Lord might have called in vain, for the minister 
ays ~ not aS heeded a 4 

ter entering upon hie duties, Mr. Spurgeon 
soon made his influence felt in Southwark chapel. 
He had asked those in authority to have regard to 
his youth and inexperienc, and to judge leniently 
any of his hasty and unpremediated words. He 
soon made that once — edifice ** as hot as 
the black hole in Calcutta. His own soul lacked 

p went one of the fret of the 

ogy ee sky-rockets which he delighted in exploding. 
t took this form: By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, and by faith this wall at the back shall 
come down, too.“ This offendedan aged and 
rudent Deacon,” who, in somewhat domineer- 
ug tones, said to the modest youth: Let us 
never hear of that again!“ What do you mean!“ 
rejoined the young and inexperienced lad; you 
will hear no more about it whenit is done, and 
therefore, the sooner you see about doing it the 
better. The result was that vestryand school- 
room were laid into the chapel, while the congre- 
gation assembled at Exeter Hall. Mr. Spurgeon 
speaks with bated reverence of the aged, 
pradent, and interfering Deacons of the 
olden time. Since our sojourn in 
London. he remarks, ** we have 
seen the last of a former race of Deacons; fine. gen- 
tlemanly men, father stiff and unmanageable; not 
— to our mind, but respectable, prudent gran- 
ecs of dissent, in semi-clerical dress, with white 
eravats. His present staff of Deacons he describes 
as peculiarly lovable, energetic, warm.hearted, 
generous men, a description which he seems to 
make the more readily, as we may hope to live 
with them another quarter of a century.“ The 
Deacon who gave his young minister the first rap of 
the knuckles had been in authority under Dr. Hip- 
pon, and under a later pastor, James Smitn, whose 
ying words may be said to jump with Mr. Spur- 
geon's humor, and are thus recorded: I am just 
like a packet that is all ready to go by train, pack- 
ed, corded, labeled, paid for, and on the platform, 
waiting for the express to come by and take me to 
lory. I wish I could hear the whistle now!” This 
s much in the Spurgeon way, with less audacity. 
When he speaks of his present Deacons as hearty 
and good yoke fellows, we are reminded of an ob- 
servation we once heard him make, which showed at 
least his sympathy for humankind and intelligence. 
W hen in difficulties, he could only be understood, 
he said, and be helped by fellow-men about him; 
indeed, if in Baptist business perplexities, the 
angel Gabriel were t6 come vo him with an offer or 
aid, he would say, Gabriel, go back to your 
singing, and leave me with mortals, who under- 
stand my condition and need.” Inthe same ser- 
mon in which the above observation was made, a 
sermon preached in our brother's chapel in a 
western subarb, Mr. Spurgeon remarked that the 
crowded congregation before him comprised more 
than our brother's ordinary audience.” Such 
superfilux he humorously characterized as being 
Christian vagrants, apd, he added, with his 
well-known retined pjayfulness, that he should like 
to send such vagrants away ‘‘witha flea in their 
ear. We remember, too, that some portions of 
paradisiaca] pleasures for the faithful elect would 
consist in the consumption of ‘‘ lumps of delight!“ 
These illustrations were made with a dry sim- 
licity that seems common to ‘*Baptized be- 
levers.” It will be remembered that. in 
1856, when Mr. Spurgeon was preaching to 
7,000 persons in the Music Hall in the Surrey 
Gardens, a panic was followed by @ rush, in 
which seven lives were sacrificed, and many were 
grievously wounded and mutilated. The chapel 
minutes 1 record ‘* that, in this sad ca- 
lamity, the lives of their beloved pastor, the dea- 
cons, and members were all preserved. Mr. Spur- 
geon himself sees in the calamity a means to an 
end: It turned out, im the Providence of God, to 
be one of the most powerful means of turning pub- 
lie attention to special services, and I do not doubt 
ge. ects it has been the mother of multitudes of 
blessings.” To the special services held by this 
admirabie logician, he says, all classes came, 
both high and low. We have before us a list of the 
nobility who attended the Music-Hall,“ but, he 
adds, ‘‘as we never felt any great elation at their 
attendance, or care to have their presence blazon- 
ed abroad, we will not insert the names. It was 
a far greater joy to us, says Mr. 8 rgeon, ** that 
bundreds came who were led to seek the Lord, and 
to find eternal life in Him.” The Baptist minister 
detested the wicked aristocracy: he received their 
alms, but he was not to be deceived by their liber- 
ality. He showed himself to be almost as acute as 
the famous monk of Prague, who professed to be 
able to tell an honest man from a knave, simply

DECONSECRATION. 

4 CURIOUS ENGLISH CEREMONY. 
Moncure D. Conway, in a letter to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, thus describes a curious cere- 
mony which took place in London a short time 


ago: 

The house in the Barbican in which John Milton 
was born has now disap and very soon will 
disappear the church in which he was baptized. 
That church (All Hallows) has been solemnly de- 
consecrated by Bishop Claughton, transferred from 
Christ to the prince of thie world, aud it will soon 
be pulled down to be replaced by a warehouse. On 
the external wall of this church, —whose architect, 
after its destruction by the great fire of London, 
was Sir Christopher Wren—about six feet from the 
ground, is the following inscription: 

Three pocts in three distant places born, 

Greece, Italy. and England did adorn; 

rst ness of thought surpasst, 
jesty—in both the last. 
ture could no further go; 
„ To make a third she joined the former two. 

- JOHN MILTON 
was born in Bread street, Friday, the 9th day of Decem- 
ber, 1608, and was baptized in the parish church of All 
Hallows, Broad street, on Tuesday, the 20th day of De- 
cember, 

It is probable that the portion of the present 
building holding this inscription will be preserved 
and incorporated in any new edifice that may be 
erected. It is, by the way. rather hard on the 
author of the Miltonic Theory of Creation“ that 
he should have such a Darwinian inscription in his 
honor as the above. The force of nature could 
no further go!“ Why, Huxley himself micht have 
written it. The strange ceremony of deconsecra- 
tion, unprecedented in this century, 80 far e 
community has yet been informed, has considera- 
bly startled tlie public. 15 Claughton, who 
performed the service, took for his text the words 
of one called to follow Christ: Let me first bury 
my father, and deduced therefrom that the * 
of the Church was to abandon that whose life is 
ended, whose utility is past, and follow the living. 
It is but natural that some should suggest to tne 
Bishop a wider application of the same principle 
to the whole Church, and not merely to one edifice 
from whose vicinity human residences have 
departed. There is a vust migration of the 
English mind and life represented in the five 
centuries which intervened between the consecra- 
tion and the deconsecration of All Hallows. The 
Bishop who performed the consecration was a man 
who had power to bindand loose in earth or 
Heaven; he could send his people to Smithfleld 
flames, both tempo and eternal. The Bishop 
who deconsecrated All Hallows represented a man 
utterly powerless to effect the fortunes or menace 
the thought of the humbiest human being. Seat 
nominis umbra. A Bishop now compared with 
what he used to be is what may be described in 
Strauss phrase as a welthistoriche humbug.” 
If the English Church were to deconsecrate every- 
thing which the life and interest of the people have 
abandoned the results would be rather important. 
Still the ceremony was impressive, all the more 
because of the excited man who shouted out to the 
congregation to keep their hats on, as it was an 
** act of desecration, and whose last word when 
thrust out of the door, was to protest against 
the desecration—in the name of God!" He was a 
fair type of the multitude who cannot distinguish 
between desecration and deconsecration.

RELIGIOUS MISCELLANY. 
THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 
Arrangements are being made for calling the 
next National Congregational Council in 1877. 


The Presbyterian Church at Bridgehampton, 
L. I., dates its history from the year 1640; the 
Presbyterian Church of Hempstead from 1644. 


A Congregational migsion is now maintained 
on the coast or Labrador for the benefit of the 
shoremen and visiting American fishermen. 
The Rev. 8. R. Butler, of Northampton, Mass., 
is the missionary. 

The Primitive Methodists report, as the result 
of thirty-one years of labor in Australia, 300 
churches and numerous preaching-piaces, with 
an average attendance of 35,000. There are also 
15,000 Sunday-school scholars. 


Eleven conferences of the Methodist Protest- 
ant Church have occurred in calling a general 
Convention for 1877 to consummate a union 
with the Methodist Church. Bota of these 
bodies are small non-Episcopal Methodist 
branches, which were separated by the slavery 
question. 


A revival of great power is now being con- 
ducted in Mount Salem M. E. Church, near 
Wilmington, by Mrs. Lowry, the converted 
actress. The church is nightly crowded, and the 
altar filled. The pastor, the Rev. J. W. Weston, 
from broken-down health, is unable to render 
any assistance. * 


„Financial embarrassments “ is what they 
call it in the Berkeley Street Church, Boston. 
Whatever it is, it drives away the pastor, the 
Rev. William B. Wright. This is the church of 
which Dr. H. M. DeXter, editor of the Congrega- 
tionalist, was pastor. Its whole history has been 
one of struggle agaiust difficulties. 


Following the example of the Mohammedans 
of Bombay, a number of the Mohammedans of 
Madras held a public meeting upon Oct. 7 to ex- 
press sympathy with Turkey. The correspond- 
ent of the London Times, however, expresses 
the opinion that the bulk of the Mohammedans 
of India know little and care less about Turkey.

One 
of the five candidates ordained the rest, and was 
himself ordained in turn by one of the new min- 
isters. The Society has 177 members. 


The Boston Moody and Sankey Committee 
have received $29,100 in subscriptions toward 
the erection of their proposed tabernacle. The 
work of erection will begin in a few days. 
Twelve or fifteen thousand dollers is the addi- 
tional sum estimated to be necessary for the 
current expenses of the Moody and Sankey 
meetings, The Rev. Dr. Manning is the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Preparatory Services; 
D. E. Snow is the Treasurer of the building 
fund.

MARY ANDERSON’S PROMISE. 

There is room for an honest difference of 
opinion in respect to Miss Anderson’s acting. 
Much depends upon whether she is judged by 
the absolute standard of ideal art, or with ref- 
erence to the achievements of others and to her 
own youth and inexperience. The very uneven- 


cr 


ness Which constitutes one of her chief defects’ 


should be a warning to critics how they hastily 
form Lonclusions concerning her. There is a 


wide range between the worst passages of her 
Juliet and the best of her Zvadne, and within the 
limits of one play she is often good and often 
pad. The serious question to be considered in a 
review of her acting is: Does she give prom- 
be We think the answer must be invariably, 
when an honest judgment is given, that she 
does. Her worst play contains some art that no 
actress in America would be ashamed to 
acknowledge. She almost failed in Juliet 
Friday night, but in the potion 
scene it would not be unkind 
to compare her with Adelaide Neilson. Her 
performance, as a whole, it may be inferred from 
common report, was not inferior to that of Sara 


Jewett at New York,—was probably far superior 
in the last two acts. Yet Sara Jewett is consid- 
ered an actress. Miss Anderson, it should be 
remembered also, is immeasurably superior in 
the exhibition of intense emotion to such artists 
as Miss Kate Claxton and Miss Jeffreys-Lewis. 
She is crude, but so is Clara Morris at times 
crude. She is occasionally hard and unreal, but 
so is Rose Eytinge. She has defects of utter- 
ance, but so has Janauschek. 

if we have instituted comparisons of this na- 
ture, it is not with a purpose to assail any repu- 
tations, but to show that Miss Anderson 
can be viewed by the side of the 
leading actresses now on the American 
stage without injury to herself. The 
more she is viewed in this relation the 
better she appears. Her merits become con- 
spicuous. As compared with any of the ladies 
mentioned, excepting Miss Neilson, she is more 
richly endowed in the graces of person. She 
has a better voiée than any of them. She is the 
antipodes of Rose Eytinge, feeling what she 
knows not how to express, while that charming 
actress commonly expresses what she does not 
feel. Her art is less than that of Morris or 
Janauschek, but her nature is more. Of the 
other persons mentioned, not one could stand a 
trial with her in a round of leading characters. 
There are not three actresses in America who 
can excel Miss Anderson in her own parts. 
Then why should she be decried as unworthy 
and possessed of an ignoble ambition? Nothing 
but genius could haye placed her where 
she is; and genius is not a thing to rail at. Let 
those who cry out on her crudeness N when, 
and where, aud in what respect, she is crude. 
Then if she mends not, and if the criticism is 
correct, condemn her. But let her be treated 
with at least as much tenderness as the boy- 
tragedian was. Some who called him a genius 
think Miss Anderson ought to gointo a stock 
company, where she would be ob to play 
everything, from Lady Macbeth to . Daly's 
Maiel itenfrew. But the boy, oh where is he? 
Tae advice is not wholly wrong. We are not of 
those who underrate the importance of a thor- 
ough training in a stock company. But the 
spirit in which the advice is given is not kind. it 
is with a sort of pooh-pooh air, and a very- 
clever-for-an- amateur tone of depreciation. 

truth is, that Miss Anderson can 

turn out badly in a stock company 
just as she can elsewhcre, if she is negligent or 
conceited; but there is no reason wiy she 
should not turn out well in her present capacity 
if she perseveres and studies hard. She has not 
aptness for comedy, and training in that de- 
partment of art would be useless. She has 
genius only for tragedy—and high tragedy at 
that. The circumstances in which she is placed 
are similar to those which marked the early 
career of Sarah Siddons. That eminent actress 
had her training as a star,“ traveling the 
circuit as regularly as could be. She had also a 
limited repertory, and did not begin with small 
ad in order to learn how to play greater ones. 
he bad her debut to make in London, as Miss 
Anderson has hers to make in New York; but 
we do not read that the provinces in those 
days sneered at Mrs. Siddons until she 
came back to them with a metropolitan reputa- 
tion. Miss Anderson cannot play tender parts; 
neither could Mrs. Siddons. Juliet was as unat- 
tainable tor her as it seems to be for Miss An- 
derson. Yet she succeeded. 80, we are confi- 
dent, will Miss Anderson succeed. Not with 
the success of Sarah Siddong,—to say that would 
be audacity unparalleled,—but with a success 

will give her a piace in dramatic history. 
MARY ANDERSON AS JULIET. 

The Juliet of Miss Anderson Friday night was 
the least satisfactory of her assumptions here, 
and yet it was full of promise. She missed ut- 
terly the spirit of the first three acts, wanting 
poise, precision, and self-abandonment. 
She seemed at times remarkably conscious of 
ber own personality, and vague in her 
general expression of the character. Tender- 
ness she could faintly express when her lover 
Was not by, but in his presence her fondness 
seemed to vanish as through some subtle 
process of evaporation, so that his fire, which 
should have warmed her, merely dgied her up. 
She missed points which it was surprising that 
even a novice should have overlooked, as in the 
interview with the Vurse when she first learned 
that Romeo was waiting for her at the Friar’s 
cell. She heard the news calmly, and went off 
the stage with a hurried and almost inarticulate 
speech, thus losing the very fine exit which 
might have been hers. She was cool while the 
Nurse was tantalizing her, and in the cell at the 
Marriage was not to Home as loving as 
she should have been. Throughout the “ ban- 
ished” scene she was completely at sea. She 
Was more horrified to hear that com, was ban- 
ished than to suppose that be was dead. She 
missed again the ine point offered bythe Nurse, 
when the latter proposed to seek out Homeo and 
bring him to her at night. ‘Oh, find him!” she 
said with a tone that would have been appropri- 
ate for “My pulse as thine doth temperately 
beat.“ How she could have slurred this line it 
is difficult to conceive. 

But we abate not one jot of what has been 
saidin favor of Miss Anderson. She missed 
the first three acts, but she seized the fourth 
and fifth. The girl bas genius. She 
gave the potion scene powerfally. Taere was 
entire forgetfulness of self, and a consequent 
triumph. Her picturing of the dreadful awaken- 
ing in the tomb lacked no element of artistic 
completeness.

In a recent number of the Paris Figaro is an 
article apropos of the late Gen. Letellier Valaze, 
in which the writer relates aconversation he had 
with the deceased Senator. The conversation 
tarned upon M. Thiers, for whom the General 
had a passionate admiration.

You are the more ungrateful that, of all 
his passions, the most lively, the most ardent, 
is that for military affairs. This is what youare 
all ignorant of in the army.“ How fortunate 
you are to wear these honors!’ said he one day, 
playing with my “epaulettes. # ‘ Nonsense, M. le 
President,’ I replied; surely you cannot en 
me.

M. Deschanel, deputy of the 
arrondissement, presided, and delivered a lec- 
ture replete with charming atticisms on the role 
of woman in the household and in society.

MERCURY AND PSYCHh. 

There has just been placed in the grand alley 
of the Tuilleries, opposite the Pavilion de Mar- 
san, a fine bronze group representing Mercury 
carrying off Psyche, the work of Jan de Vries, a 
Dutch sculptor of the sixteenth century. This 
group formerly stood in theSalle de Michelange 
in the Louvre, but has been removed to make 
room for the great gates of Stanga, which now 
occupy such an important position in that cele- 
brated hall. JL’ Art relates the various vicissi- 
tudes that this remarkable piece of northern 
sculpture has undergone. It was executed in 
1590, by order of the Emperor Rudolph II., and 
was placed by him, together with a pendant at 
present in the museum at Stockholm, in 
the court of Hradschin, at Prague. At- 
ter the sack of that city by the Swedes, 
in 1648, both grou were by 
the conquerors to Stockholm. The one still re- 
mains there, but the Mercury and Psyche was 
taken by Queen Christina, on her abdication; to 
France, where she bestowed it on the Marquis 
de Sable, whose descendants sold it with the 
Castie of Meudon to Louvois. Louvois, in his 
turn, ceded it to Colbert, and his son. M. de 
Seignelay, finally presented it to Louis XIV. In 
1700 it ornamented one of the bosquets of Marly. 
In 1704 it was placed inthe Museum des Petits- 
Augustins, from where, in 1 it was trans- 
ported into the gardens of St. Cloud. Here it 
remained until 1850, when it was placed in the 
Louvre, in the position from which it has now 
been dethroned and once more relegated to a 
site in the open air, where, however, it will 
probably excite more attention and interest than 
when placed among so many other works of 
greater fame in the Louvre.
